for if we conclude the other Creatures made for Man,

Apollo, by this time cloy'd with ſo many Ples, the 
Govdneſs of which lay all in a Cruft, ſlightly ran over 
the Reſt, when there was one that preſented it ſelf to 
his View, of a more curious Form than the Reſt, neatly 
Garniſh'd and ſet out, and having all the ſigns of good 
Seaſoning end exadneſs of Cookery. Preſently he order'd 
it to be cut up, and found it fruft within with Marrow, 
and I know not what /ort of Brains. Theſe aye delicate 
Moyſels indeed, Taid his Majeſty, but which are buried in 4 
very great Coffin, conſidering vhe ſmallneſs of the Quantity, 
However, I cannot admire, that having put all the 
Brains withi»fide, he knew not how to make uſe of em 
without.

While he was continuing his Viſitation, he ſaw a 
reat Steam, which riſing from a Platter, hinder'd him 
rom ſeeing what was in it.

permit 'em to be at more Expences, or elſe, becauſe 


That the Poets of our time are not ſo Excellent, as to ap- 


pear with Offers of value; Thiſtles, Fennel, Tanſey, and 
Other ſuch like Herbs, which are leaft pleaſing to the 
Palate, reſemble the Works of the Poets, the Subſtance 
of which is eaſily diſſolv'd into little or nothing. Some 
Sparagus and Hartichokes, might be accounted the great- 
eſt Daintizs in that Courſe, and were the Preſents of 
ſome feu, that were ſingular in the Profeſſion. | 
Juſt as Apollo was going away, after he had made 
Choice of his Diſhes, appear'd blind Britti with a little 
Cup, given him by an Apothecary in Venice, for a Copy of 
Verſes made upon a Whore of bis; he excus'd his long ftay, 
and laid the fault of ic upon his not being able to get 
a Guide ſooner. He told Apollo, that having heard of the 
Proclamation,that had Summon'd all the Poets to their 
Duty, he came allo to bring his Mite, as being enroll'd 
in the Number, Hi Majcſty, not without a Sardonic 


Smile, ſeverely rebuk'd his Raſhneſs, for daring, to enrol 


himſelf among the Learned. Blind Britti reply'd, that 
he was perſwaded to it, by ſeeing ſo many Princes 
Honour wich their Favours, under the Title of Virtuofi”s, - 
Yo many Muſicians, Comedians, Buffoons, and ſuch like 
Raſcalliansz to whom, he thought himſelf nothing in- 
ferior. To which he added, that many crouded them- 
ſelves into the Number of Firtuofi, who could not build 
any foundation of Merit, but only upon ſome pieces of 
waſte Paper, ſtuft with what they bad filch'd out of other 
Books, whereas in his Conceit, he was a Poet of himſelf, 
and not by Vertue of Flouriſhes robb'd from other 
Men. Apollo could not deny this to be true, but he 
refus'd to countenance his Boldneſs, and caus'd him to be 
expell'd Parnaſſus. And ſo he return'd to meet his Royal

My dear Friend, 


I 2 it has been my ill luck to he taken Priſoner, 
with the other Gentlemen that ſaw the fatal day 
of Hochſtet, yet I have ſince my Arrival in England, found 
ſo much Satisfaction, that I cannot wiſh the fatal Cauſe 
of it had not been. Imagine what an Impriſonment that 
muſt be, when you are confind to a Paradiſe, and con- 
verſe with Angels. I know that there is a certain ſe- 
cret Tye, which all of moſt Men find to their Native 
| I | * Country; 


— 
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Country but it has been before obſerv'd, that every 
Country where a wiſ: Man is, he looks on to be his 
own. Mankind indeed is but of one Family, and have 
all the ſame Rights. But alas! by the Ambition of 
ſome, and the Roguery of others, we find the greateſt 
part of Mankind are debas'd to a Condition infcriour 
to that of Brutes; for th: Common People of a Tyran- 
nick and Deſpotick State are in this below Brutes, 
Which obtain but one Maſter z but they are not only 
Slaves with the Great Ones, but ev'n Slaves to Slaves. 
But here. it is not ſo, in England, the Meaneft Perſon 
has as much a Right to maintain, and Laws to main- 
tain it againſt the Greateſt, as che Greateft has againſt 
the Meaneſt. The Prince cannot Oppreſs the Loveſt 
Subject he has by the Impulſe of his own Paihon, or 


his Favourites Intereſt, Pride, or Pique. The latter

I wonder that the Advocates of Slavery 
do not clear that Point, when they make Gods of Frin- 
ces; to ſhow that Heav'n who has ſo far Exalted them 
in Power above others, has alſo Exalted their Natures, 
as much by Wiſdom and Virtue. 

This is ſtrange Language, you'll ſay, from a French- 
man, it is true; but you muſt confider, that I have now 
ſome Months breath'd Engliſh Air, convers'd with Eng- 
lifh Men, and ſeen the wonderful benefit of Liberty. 
Here we ſee Plenty and Wealth in every Corner, and 
the humble Cottage on the Plain abounds here not only 
with the neceſſaries of Life, but even ſom times, and 
that not ſeldom, with the Convenjencies of it; not to 
ſay, Super fluities. . 

But indeed, Liberty has been always the Mother of 
Plenty; where Induſtry rea ps the benefit of its Labours, 
it is always robuſt and lively, but grows languid and dy- 
ing, when the Fruit of its Pains is obnoxious to the 


Arbitrary Will of others. 


Thus happy France, was once thus free, and her Na- 
tives had their Name from their Liberty; for Franks 
fignifies Free; but by our own Follies and Vices betray'd,

Write and Diſpute for Slavery, and make uſe of Liber- 
ty to Wric- aud Act againſt it; who wou'd fain perfwade 
Mn that they are not Rational Creatures, hut the Ima- 
ges of God; Beaſts of Burthen, meer Animals, Joint» 
ſtools, or Cloſe-ſtools, ro be us'd as the Prince pl-aſes, 
without regard to any Religioa or Law. But this is ſa 
fooliſh an Attempt, that while the Authors applaud 
their whimi2cal Paradoxes, the very loweſt of the Peo- 
ple diſcover the Fallacy, Laugh at their Folly, Con- 
temn their Underſtanding, and Abhor their Impicty. 


Come my Friend, and ſee the Wonders of this fortu- 
nat Ifle. You'll find whole Nations in one Town, and 
all the boaſted Glory of Paris, the Metropolis of ſo 
many Countries, vaniſhes before one Street of London, in 
Wealth, and Magnificence of Living, in Furniture, 
Expence of Table; Oc. All the World pays Tribute to 
its Wealth, and irs Pleaſure. And it may be ſaid, the 
Queen of Great Brittain is the Queen of Men; while 
our Grand Monarch is only the Commander of Slaves, 
who by a ftrange Infatuation are not only content to 
be Slaves themſelves, but expend that Blood to make 
the reft of Mankind low, which might relieve the 
Honour of the Gallick Natives, and make them as 
Happy as Heaven deſign'd them. But Power has al- 
ways ſo many Advantages to beſtow on its Creatures, 
that it brings fuch Numbers to a Dependance on its 
Benefits, that for their own private Intereſt of Pride or 
Paſſion, they contribute to the Slavery of the Reft.

Which Nation has not 
many Years ago, given us a Nobler proof of Courage, 
and a more generous effect of a private Quarrel, 
which in ſhort is this. Cheva and Xangu two Loytia's, 
or Noble Men of an Illuftrious Houſe, upon a falling 
out, agreed that the Friends, or each, ſhould fix the 
Scaling Ladders againft a Caftle Wall poſſeſs'd by the 
Enemy, whilft they two mounted, * he that firſt,

Cbeva clapping his Hands on 
the Wall had em by the Defendants Cut off, and en- 
deavouring by his Elbows to ſave his Hold, his Head 
was divided from his Shoulders. At the ſame time 
Xangu got on the Wall, but after a reſolute defence 
againſt a Multitude was Slain, and liv'd not to ſee the 
ad vantage the public gain d from their private Quarrcl, 
in winning ſo conſiderable a Poſt from the Enemy of 
their Country. But this perhaps is a Teft too bold and 
dangerous,tor theſe Tilting Heroe's to bring their Cous

ut ery Nation, as well as ery Man, has its Vice 
and Folly here in Spain, as well as in Itahy. Jealouſie 
and Revenge are Epidemic, and tho' I can't blame the 
ſuſpicious Guard they have o'er their Women, yet I 
can never approve of their publick Reſentments of 
their Matrimonial Injuries: for they prefer open Re-

Enjoyment feeds Deſire in Love, but extinguiſhes it 
in Luſt z an Evident Sign of their oppolite Nature, 
the Life of the firſt being the Bane and Deſtruct ion 
Thou ſceft what a mighty Progreſs I have made 
in Love; how well already I am vers'd in its Na- 
ture. But this Skill gives me Pain; and the Know- 
ledge I have of the Pleaſures of Love, makes me a- 
fraid to loſe them, Death ſtares me in the Face, 
with all his griſſy Terrors, and chills my Heart with 
Fear, that all muſt end there. But yet methinks, 
the Lovers Joys are ſo well proportion'd to the Hu- 
man Nature, they ſhowd ſurvive the Grave. Can 
the Soul ſo vaſtly pleaſed with them here, be wholly 
inſenſible of them after Death? Shall we think the 
Soul and Body ſuch Oppoſites, that the firſt when ſe- 
parated, values not what is wantoned in when joyn'd 
to the latter? Certainly, whate're the unknown Eſ- 
ſence of the Soul may be, it can't be oppoſite to the 
Body, to which tis join'd by that Divine Power. 
which delights not in Contradictions, having eſta- 
bliſh'd a Harmony in all Things, ſeparating Antipa- 
tbie s, and uniting Sympathies, that the juſt Order of 
the Univerſe might not be diſturb'd in any Part, the 
— Confuſion of blended Contraries ended with 
Chaos. 

This makes me think the SouPs but a purer and 
more ſubtile Body; and that this Mortal Robe cf 
groſſer Fleſh and Blood, is only laid afide at Death, 
like an old Garment, unfit for it to wear any longer. 
If ſo, the Enjoyments of Lovers may be heightned,

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I now encline to think your Opinion of the Reſut- 
rection true; becauſe it ſeems to confirm mine, That 


the Soul's Nature and the Body's, are nearer a-kin 


than is commonly thoughtz and, That our preſent 
Pleaſures have a greater Intereſt in the Soul, than 
to be forgot as ſoon as it has left the Body; fince 
Happineſs above, as well as here below, ſeems incom- 

ete when they are ſeparate; For if their Re-union 
added not to the Happineſs of the Bleſs'd, to what 
Purpoſe ſhould it be? Send me, by the next, thy 


Thoughts upon this Subject; for thy Mind's at Li- 


berty, and unbyaſs'd by the Weight of any Deſire. I 
wiſh thy Opinion may jump with mine; yet tho* we 
are apt to believe what we defire, and are fand of 
perſwading others to the ſame; yet I would noc have 
thee flatter me, tho* thy Arguments: ſhould - deſtroy 
this future Happineſs I have now built up. 

To conclude, My Friend, I wiſh thee like my ſelf, in 
Love; but with One as Meritorious as Euthalia, Un- 
touch'd, Unſully'd both in Thought and Deed. For, 
believe me, whate'er the Pythagoreans may think, (for 
Love has made me quite ev'n them, when oppoſite 
to him; ſo ſubje& is our Reaſon to our Paſhons!) ſo 
great a Good as Life cou'd ne*er be given for a Puniſh- 
ment. We ſee, all that is Good, or judg'd ſo by the 
Mind, is meaſur'd by the Pleaſure it affords; which ſhews, 
that Happineſs, not Puniſhment, is both the End and 
the Aim of Life. Be thou therefore Happy, as I am.

— From the Happy Honan, to his 


i Deareſt Friend. 


H E laſt Letter I receiv'd from thee, was juſt 
the Minute before my Flight from Spain with 
my Euthalia ; So that I had no Time to anſwer it 


then, at leaft, to your Satisfaction, in an Account of 
all the Religions of thoſe Countries I have paſs'd 
thorough; the Ship being ready to ſet Sail, my Mi- 


ſtreſs waiting for my Coming, and my ſelf full of 
Eager Deſire and Expectation. 

But I have not Room here, to give thee an Ac- 
count of my Adventures, in carrying off the Nobleſt 


Prize Europe cer was Miſtreſs of 3 and which the 
proud Caſtillian, with all his Boafts of American Trea- 


ſures, can never parallel. Pll reſerve that *till our 
ſafe Arrival in A4fia, being now at the Cape of Good 
Hope, whither we have had a proſperous Voyage; in 
which I have comply'd with your. Deſire, and drawn 
an Extract of all that I obſery'd, worth taking No- 
tice of, in the Religions of the ſeveral Nations I 
have viſited. 


This Place ( call'd by the Europeans, the Cape of 


Good Hope) furniſhes me with an Obſeryation that 
I have not before met with : That is, That there are 
Nations which have no Notions of a Deity, nor any 
Footfteps of Worſhip and Adoration. Nature, in- 
deed, has beſtow'd a Country on them, Rich in all 
its Circumſtances, a Soil that's pregnant in Metals, 
as well as all forts of Fruit. The Dutch have a Gar- 
den of about a League in Compaſs, in which grow 


all the Simples, Trees and Fruit, the whole Univerſe 
| We affords 
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affords in greater Perfection than in their proper 
Climes. So that, indeed, the Natives might well take 
their Countrey for their Paradiſe, did they but im- 
prove it as it might, and then would be more excuſable 
for their Irreligion. . 108 

But as to my Account, I (ſhall in it follow the 
Method of my Travels, without touching on any 
Thing but what you deſire, the Religions of all 
the Nations that I have ſeen; and that as con- 
ciſely as may be, that Subject alone being ſuffi- 
cient to exceed the Bigneſs of a Lener. I ſhall be- 
gin with the Iſland of *Zeilon,/ or Ceylon; and ſo 
with the Courſe of the bright Planet, and Store- 
houſe of Light, the Sun; come to your Native Coun- 
try, and little World of Eungl ant. 

(1.) Zeilonz" as it contains ſeveral Kingdoms , ſo 
it has ſeveral Religions, For there are Mahbometans 
Chriſtians, and Holaters. Theſe Laft drink no Wine, 
no more than the Firſt; and differ not in the 
main Principles, from moſt of the Eaſterly Na- 


tions. The Brumins, or Priefts, are in great Venera - 


tion with them; who: Beliering the Mertempſycboſs, 
never eat of anything that has ever had Life z Jjwing 
very regular Lives: But that which is odd in them, 
is, That they adore that Beaſt all Day, which they 
meet firſt in the Morning. A Worſhip: not leſs plea- 
ſant than extravagant, to have a freſh God for e'ry 
Day; and might make them at laſt, perhaps, 
adore the True One, if they lifted, their Thoughts 
above the Beaſts; tho tis true, that ery Crea- 
ture has à Particle of the Deity in it; and ſo in 
varying their Worſhip from one to another, they 
may, at leaſt, adore a great many Particles of him. 
And, indeed, am finite Being, methinks, ſhould, at 
leaſt, have One Day given to the . Adoration of 
euch of its imninuteſb Particles. But I juſtifie no Ido- 
laters ; becauſe, perhaps, they are not ſenſible of

Others make no Diftinftion betwixt the Soul of a Man, 
and that of Beaſts, and perhaps may in that be in the 
right, if at leaſt the Opinion of Tranſmigration be 
true, as we ſhall conſider ' by and by, One thing is 
remarkable, that they puniſh Lying with Death.

That to paſs from this World to 
the next, the Soul muſt go over very narrow Bridge, 
made of Canes, from Which the Wicked fall into a 
naſty Miry place, there to remim' for ever; and the 
Good proceed to a Mantion of Pleaſure, much like 
to your Pots Account of the Ein Fields. Murder, 
Theft, Adultery, and other Crimes they think no Sins, 
The only Sins being the covering their Secret Parts at 
certain times; to wear Silk when they ſhou'd wear 
Cotten; n 85 have deftcoy'd' "Chitdren in their Mo- 
ther's Womb, who can't Lawfully bear a Child till 
r = years of Age. They adore 
ſeyeral” Gods, 'particulatty Tzmagiſan ach, and Sariach: 
fngh, the former abides inthe South prefiding, o'er the 
Generation of Mankind, 'Who receives from him all 
that's . in Body or Ming. When it Thunders 
in the Eaft,' they ſay tis his Wife Tax inkpunda chides 
him from her abodg there, for not ſending Rain to the 
Earth, which on her Scol ling he immediately does. The 
other G54 dwells in the North, and deſtroys all the Be- 
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nefits, beſtou d by the former on Mankind, disfiguring 
his. Face with the ſmall Pox, and e hin | 


with other Inconyeniency. They Adore and pray to 


both; one to protect, the other not to injure them. 
The two Gods of War Talafula, and Tapaliape, are only 
inyocated by the Men. Coatrary to the Cuſtoms of 
the reſt of the known World, this land has none but 


a Female Clergy. Theſe Prieſteſſes they call Inibs; 


Motions of the Eyes, ti 


whoſe Worſhip conſiſts of Prayers, and Sacrifices, the 
latter of Swine, Rice, Areca, ſomer particular Liquor, 
Deers and Wild Boars Heads. After theſe Prieſteſſes 
have fed heartily on theſe Offerings, they proceed to 
Prayer, Which is long, n with ſeveral diſtracted 

1 falling to the Ground they 
make dreadful .Cryes, and Shrieks; after this they lye 


_  Immoeveable on the Ground extended. In this Poſture 


they affirm, *tis that their Gods Communicate their 


Mind to em. After this they get up to the Top of the 


Pagod, and walking from one end to t'other, pray again; 
then ſtrip ſtark naked, ſhew their Privy Parts to their 
Gods, ſtriking them with their Hands, then call for 
Water to waſh themſelves in the Face of the Congre- 
gation, Each Houſe has its Oratory, where all that 
is there ſpent, is offer'd to the Gods by the Women 
of the Houſe, upon whoſe Sickneſs the Inibs perform 
it with a Hundred Extravagant Ceremonies, for all 
which they have their Reaſons, n 
(19.) We now, my Friend, come to China, which 
as *tis a Country of a Vaſt Exteat ; fo there are yariou 
Religions; Idolaters, I confeſs, make up the greate 
darts but they are not ſo groſs as to adore Stocks and 
Stones, or Images of Gold, Oc. as if Gods, but only

Ke verence them, as the Repreſentations of their Di- 


vinities and Saints. They affirm that all Things Vi- 
ſible and Inviſible were made by Heaven, and in this 
not mucli different from you, Which they expreſs by 


the firſt Letter of their Alphabet. They believe that 


Heaven Governs the World by a .V icegetent, whom 


they call Laocon ante; for him they have the greateſt 


Veneration, next the Sun, and afhrm him to be an 
incteated Spirit. The ſame they affirm of Cauſay, that 
has an Abſolute Power over all ſublunary Things. The 
Miniſters of theſe three Spirits, they term Tangqudm, Tei- 


22 and Nuiduam. The Firſt preſides over the Air and 


ain, the Second over the Generation of Men, and other 
Animals, the Third over the Sea. Saints they have 


Canoniz'd by themſelves, tho' not honour'd by Divine 


— 
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Worſhip. There are ſome: of th: moſt Ignorant and 


Vulgar, invoke the Devil, and; uſe Incantations. The 


fame is done in moſt Countries of Europe by the Ig- 
norant either in Fancy or Reality, Some have this 
Opinion ot the Creation, that the Heavens, Earth, 
and Water were Eternal, being ſo confounded together 
i a Chaos, that a Divinity only cou'd ſeparate them. 
How. many of your Politer Europe ant have the ſame» 
Opinion. They ſeem to make two Creations of Man- 
kind, one in Panzon, and Pauſona, made by the Supreme 
Deity, of nothing, the Race of Tanhom (produced 
by Pamon) and his thirteen Brethren, being de- 
ftroy'd after they had liv'd on the Earth for Nine- 

Thouſand Years, and a ſecond Creation of Man 
in the Perſon of Lotzigien. They believe the Im- 
mortality of the Soul, and affirm that Heav'n Com- 
municates its Eternity to it, in Happineſs or Mi- 
ſery, after Death, according to e ry ones Merit. They 
hold a Purgatory to cleanſe the Souls from the Im- 
purities contracted from the Bodies they inform'd, and 
that they can be reliev d by the Suffrages of the Living, 
and have their ſet Times of performing theſe Cere: 
monies. The Metempſychafs {pes very far here, as 
well as other Parts of Aa. They have ſeveral Orders 
of Religious. They uſe Beads in their Devotions, and 
uſe not a few Ceremonies at the Funerals of the Dead. 
Polygamy is Lawful, as tis in ſome of ou Chriſtian 
2 as in Ethiopia, and the Country of the 

aſſine s. 


Before I proceed, I muſt offer two or three Reaſons 


in Defence of the Metempſycboſis, or Tranſmigration” 
of Souls, an Opinion ſpread farther than any other: ia 
the World, in which my ſelf was bred, tho“ perhaps 
I have ſome Doubts of ſome Particulars of it. Know- 
ledge is certainly a Part of the Happineſs to come,

- (20.)- The Kingdom of Decam, is in the Governing 
Part Mahometen, differing but very little from thoſe of 
Jury and Perfiz. Tho there are beſides ſeveral that 

the Europeans term Pagans, of the ſeveral ſorts we ſhall 
ſpeak of in Guzwatte © |! r 
( 21.) Guguratta is plentifully Furniſh'd with variety 
of Religions, my Friend, for beſides the Mabome tant, 
who are not of the Pe ff an, but the Turkiſh Sect, there 
are ſeveral ſorts of Pagans, who are the Antient Inha- 
bitants of the Country. The firft Sect is the Banian, 
with whom Marriage is a part of Religious Ceremony, 
the Bleſſing of the Bramans being neceſſary to it. They 
believe there is but one God, Creator and Preſerver 
of the Univerſe; yet they adore the Hevil, becauſe 
they. ſay God has given him the Government of the 
World, and Power to do Miſchief, and are 7 zealous 
in their Devotions. They make real Purifica- 
tions, a principal part of their Religion, performing 
them in che Water before Sun-riſing, holding in their 
Hand a ſtraw given them by the Braman or Prieſt, to 
drive away the evil Spirit, he bleſſing, and exhorting 
them all the while. Theſe amm pretend a peculiar 
Advantage above all other Creatures, being produc'd 
from the Brain of their God Brama, whimt all befide 
were deriv*d from his more ignoble Parts, This Brama, 
they ſuppoſe, to have been the firſt Man produc'd by 
the great God of all Viſtbul or Fruara; from a Flower 
that ſprung from his Navel as he was playing with a 
Leaf,he found on the vaſt Abyſs of Water, before the 
Creation; with his Toe, having for his diverfion trans- 
form'd himſelf into a little Child. The firſt thing 
Brama did, was to give God thanks for making him a 
Rational Creature ; which Gratitude pleasd God ſq 
well, that he gave him not only Power to Create the 
World, but alſo to Govern it being unwilling to trou- 
ble himſelf with it. In the Brama therefore lies the 
— Diſpoſition of all things here below. Twou'd be too 
long to tell you of the Rebellion of Brama, and his 
ſubmiſſion, his having five Heads, and of his  Lieute- 
: nants in the ſeveral parts of the Univerſe, onè of them 
by Name Derwendre, governing the eight Worlds In- 
habited like ours. They believe a ſucceſſion of Worlds, 
that there have 'been ſeveral before, and will be after 
the Diſſolution of this, which has a Million of Ages to 
come. They have a Notion of the primitive Purity, 
Decay, and periſhing Virtues of Mankind. The An- 
ſterity of Life, gains the Bramans great — 


— 
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Which is encreasd by their Superintendency over the 
Education of their Children. In all Affairs, they are 
conſulted like Oracles by the Bramans. They encreafe 
che Superſtition of invoeating their Saints by the Le- 
gends of Miracles they have. They hold the Sout's 
Immortality, and Tranfmigration. This makes em 
buy the Birds the Mabometang take, to give them their 
Liberty, and have Hoſpitals for the lame and ſick Bea ſts. 
A Charity, I have heard you commend and confirm from 
your Scripture, 7125 that the Juſt Man is merciful 
to Man and Beaſt, The Bramans in the Malzbres, ha ve 
not only the Virginity of afl Marry'd Women Conſe- 
5 to their getting, but alſo che firſt Fruit of their 
The Banians are divided into eighty two principal 
Sets, too numerous here to particularize, nay ery 
Family almoſt has its pechliar Ceremony and Worſhip. 
But all theſe are com̃pre hended under fotr,;Cenrawarh 
Samarab, Bifnom, and Geoghy, © (© © © 
(22.) The firſt are preciſe and bigotted to the Me- 
£ „ tb that the Bramens cover their Mouths, 
leſt any Iaſect ſhou?d (caſually be deſtroy'd that way 
and ſweep their Houſes frequently, for fear of treading 
on them. They keep neither Fire nor Candle, ſor the 
ſame Reaſon, and are critically nice in all things, of 
killing any thing that has Life. Theſe differ from the 
other Banians in their Notion of a God, cutting off his 
Infinity, and making all things depend on Chance. 
They believe Faſting and Alms-deeds, the only. good 
Works; and that all hangs V.ifible are Animals, and 
have in themſelves the. firſt cauſes of their Product ian 
and Motion. Tho” they hold the Souls, Immortalit 
they believe not Heav'n nor Hell, but a continual ant 
endleſs Tranſmigration from one Body to another. Th- 
Abſtinence of their, Brawmens is incredible, tho? true, 
particularly about Auguſt, when they alſo aſſemble, 
and to the Congreation hold forth on the Lives of their 
Saints. All this Sect may be admitted to the Pricft- 


hood, a Vow of Chaſtity, and that ſtrict Life being all 


their Ordination. The Widous of this: Caſte or Sect, 
burn not themſelves in their Husbands Funeral Pils: 
cis © odious to all the reſt, that any Communication 
at all, on any Account, is to be Expiated by a public 
Penance. : | 


(23.) The next Samarah, agree with the former, in - 


not killing or eating any Animal: they belicye the 
World Created, and prefery'd by an unchangeable 
fr Cauſe. This Cauſe they Term Permiſicer , who 

| | haying 
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having three Subſtitutes, who have their ſeyeral Of- 
fices over the Souls, Life, and Growth of Man, Beaſts, 
and Fruits, and alſo over the Dead, as to Examine 
them, and the Inſtruction of the People, in the Com- 
mands of God, of which they have a Book. They 
believe that Mai, the third of the Subſtitutes, preſents 

the Souls, after they are purify'd by their ſeveral 
Tranſmigrations, to God, who then receives them into 
the number of his Servants. _ This they have. peculiar, 
that they carry their dying People to the Banks of a 
River, that they may there Expire. The Women of 
this, Caſte Burn themſelves, with the greateft Alacrity 
of any. Buſſiuna, the ſecond of the Subſtitutes, having 
in their Law promis'd her, that has ſo great an Affeſtion 
for her Hushand, as to burn her ſelf with bim, that 
ſhe ſhall enjoy him in the other World; or Life ſeven 
times as long; and with ſeyen times the Satisfaction. 
This laſt, my Friend, wou'd make many of your Eu- 
rope ans undergo this fiery Tryal, if I miſtake not. 


- (24.) The Caſte df Biſnow, agree with the other in 
abſtaining from all Animal food, and the deftreying 

of any thing that has Life.- Their Devotion to their 
God Kemrem, is ſinging of Hymns in his Honour, and 
Prayers that he'd bleſs them and their Families. Theſe 
Hymns are attended: with Dancing and Mulick. This 
God does all himſelf without Subſtitutes. Their Wives 
/ are not Burnt. SF 13 | tn e 
8 ( 25.) The Se of Geoghy, have no Propriety, live in 
Woods, and ſmall Ma of Ruins of Houſes, where 
they Worſhip their Bruin, and his ſervant Mecy. 

They go into the Temples of no other Set to do their 
Devotions, nor on any other Occaſtons. They are a 
fort of Rambling Hermits, they are given to filence, 
. left they ſhou'd defile themſelves by ſpeaking to other 
Men, they being Conſecrated to their Bruin. 
They believe this God ot theirs, oreated, and preſerves, 

all Things, and can reduce them all again to nothing: 

A Doctrine, my Friend, you can't condemn. They 

hold, he's not to be repreſented nor comprehended; 

That he is a Light that can't be beheld: They hold not 

the Tranſmigration of Souls, but that immediately 

the Soul is conveyed from the Body to Bruin, to live

ſelf, and ſ@ all the reſt are Deputies or Governors of one 
thing or another. They have no Temple, and hold a 
diſtin Principle of all II.

( (28.):Lhere are yet two other forts of Pagans in this 
Kidgdomy the firſt called Indous, they kill, and eat all 
things but an Ox au Cow, and as they are Souldiers 
have few Points of Faittngng 
( 29.) The other are call'd ꝓeutives, who likewiſe 
inhabit. Golcondu, they are Ignorant, and have an im- 
plicit Faith in the belief of their Bramins: which is 
that at firſt there! was: but one God, who took others, 
that were firſt Men, into a Participation of his Power, 
a8 their Heroic Actions merited z, and to theſe they 
pray. They believe the Immortality and Traaſmigra- 
tion of Souls, and therefore hate Effuſſon ot Blood.

tion of 'a' Deity, but being the Seum of the People, 
Executianers, Scavengefs, Oc. they practiſe ne Re- 
ligion.

(30.) The Perfiens are Mabometans, and hold the 
Alcoran as well as the Jurte, and Mogads;. yet IL have 
Obſerv'd that they are Enemies to each other on Ac- 
count ot difference of Opinion. This difference I learnt 
by my Converſation with a- Perſian Malla, of a very 
ſenſible and generous Tempe r. And tho', my Friend, 
Men are naturally fond of the Principle they are 
brought up in to Bigotry; yet this * Perfian 
was above it, and gave me this Acconat of the difference 
betwixt theſe great Propagaters of Mabometiſm. 
It conſiſts in different Interpretations of the Alcoran, 
in not having the ſame Saints, nor Miracles, nor the ſame 
Moſques or Ceremonies. Further, the Principles of their 


Religion differ. They Worſhip Ahn the Nephew, and 


Son-in-L.aw of Mabomet, Husband'to his Daughter Fa- 
tima, and his Sons Haſſan, and Hoſben, and Schich Sofi, 
deſcended in a right line from Ma Kaſim the Son of 
Hoſſein. Soft firſt aſſerted the Right öf Ay, and the 
Uſurpation of the Califute by Abubeker, Omer, and ſman, 
the three Father- in- Laws of Mabomet: and that God 
much offended at it, had raid, and qualiſy'd him far the 
Reftoration of the Glory of Ah, and as a confirmation 
publiſh'd ſeveral of Aly's Miracles ſuppreſs'd by the Ma- 
lice of the Turks, That the Interpretation of the Al. 
coran was given by Aly, which his Succeſſor Nrfurſa- 
duck publiſh'd, which tho* contrary in many Things 
to Hanife, whom the Turks follow, yet more rational. 
For this Reaſon, the Perſians curſe Abubeker, Omer, 
Oſman, and Haniſe, as Impoſtors, and make Ah, tho? 
not God, yet very near him in Excellence, and ſay, 


that God deſign'd the Aleorun for Al, tho by Mi- 


ſtake it fell info the Hands of Mabomei. Ther: By: 
there is but one God, Mabomet the Apoltle + God, 
and Aly the Coadjutor, or the Lieutenant of God, 
preferring him even to Mabomet. They repute and 


pray to ſeveral of 40's firſt᷑ Succeſſors, as Saints;in Num- 


ber twelve, to which they add the Inſtitutur of their 
Set above. mention'd. Te the Sepulchres of 
all theſe they go en Pilgrimage,” where the Pil- 
rims have a Certificate Aike en; that they are 
rue Perſan 'Mnſſulmans. © This Certificate ſaves 
their Lives againſt the Anger, of their Kings, tho' 
2 "i 
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it be for abjuring their Religion. The Commenta- 
tors they follow are chiefly Aly and Nafurgaduct, the 
Turks follow Hanife 5 the Uſbeques, Tartars, and Indians 
admit alſo Hembils and Maleki. *T would fill a Volume 
to give you all the differences of Interpretations, they 
being as numerous, as Verſes that relate not to Mo- 
rality, in which I have obſery'd moſt part of the 
World agree, as well as the Mabometans, Differing in 
their Saints, they muſt by conſequence differ in their 
Feſtivals, the Memory of the Death of Anm, and 
Hoſſein, is Celebrated ev'ry Year, with great Solem- 
ty, in yaban, with the Preſence of the King. Among 
other Solemnities, Men and Boys wound themſetves,; 
and ſpurt the Bloud all about their Bodies, in Memory 
of the Innocent Blood of Hoſſein, ſpilt by his Ene- 
mies: And they think this expiates ſome of their 


Sins, and gains certaia Salyation if they Die before —— 


the Feftival is ended. I have obſerv'd, my Friend, 
that there are but few Nations, but have provided in 
their Religion, a Purification. for the Sins they com- 
mit, expiating with a Trifle the greateſt Villanies. 
Another they have of Chidder-- Nubbi, who with Elias 
they ſuppoſe drank of the Water of Immortality z 
Which Tuo they ſuppoſe ſtill living, one in the Wa- 
ter, t'other on Earth, tho' inviſible. They believe 
none can peaiſh by Water that pray, and vow to Chid- 
der, and in February is his Feaſt, Aſter they have 
treated their Friends, they ſet a wooden Diſh full of 


Meat for chidder; and if they find any Footſtep in the 


Room, or the Imprefſiog' of Fingers in the Meal next 
Morning, tis a' ſign he accepts it. Theſe, and the 
other Feſtirals of their particular Saints, are peculiar 
to- Perſia. All the Fables about whom would be end- 
leſs to repeat to you; and the manner of their Pilgri- 
mages, ſeyeral. of which they have beſides that of 
Mecca and Medina, common to all Myhometans. Sc 

inſtituted a Faſt of forty Days very ſevere, to Die in 
which is alſo certain Salvation. Polygamy is Lawful 
in pen, as well as other Places of Mabomeriſin. Nor 
is the uſe of Men and Boys puniſh'd, and indeed, my 
Friend, why ſhould: it be a Crime here, which their 
Prophet promiſes them as a Reward of Virtne in Pa- 


radiſe. Nay, Inceſt it ſelf is tolerated. ' Give me, 
my Friend, /a Religion that places future Happi- 
neſs, as the Reward of Works, net Faith; the fitſt 


agreeing with the Iaſtitutes of Nature, and the 
Nereſity of Society; and the laſt terminating in 
Words only, an ea Subterfuge „80 of 
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Vu.illany, making them the Darlings of Heaven, whoſe 


them ſomething that may make the true Profeſſors ha p- 


Actions diſcover them the Enemies of Heaven's No- 
bleſt Work, Human K ind. The Ferſians place a great 
Faith, in Aſtrology, thinking the Profeſſors of that Sci- 
ence the Mouths of Fate, and learn'd in the great Vo- 
lume ot the expanded Heav'ns. They contemn all the 
Eccleſaſtick Ceremonies of the Turks inſtituted by Abu - 
be ker, Omar, and oſman, and Hanife; and tho they pu- 
rifie themſelves by Water, as well as the Turks, yet af - 


ter another manner. They turn toward the South, 


when they pray, and are very devout. They have alſo 
another Lent, that laſts a Month e' ry Year. They 
dedicate the ir Children to their Saints. s. 
Their Opinion of Corporeal Delights in Paradiſe, 


with fine Boys and Beautiful Virgins, with always 


freſh Maiden heads, with the reft of the Legends of 
the Alcoran, you know, and are too long to inſert 
here. Their Belief and Hiſtory of the Alcoran, be- 
ing the moſt Childiſh of any I have yet met with. 
Their Morality is good, but rather Advice than Pre- 
cept, and is cherefore in leſs Eſteem. There are be- 
ſide: Mabometans in Perſia, Armenian Chriftians, whoſe 
Points of Religion you know better than JI. 
(31.) Beſides theſe there are a ſort of Pagans, call d 
Kebbers, who, as far as I cou'd diſcover, have neither 


Baptiſm, nor Circumciſion, nor Priefts, nor Churches, 


nor any Books of Devotion; but only have a Venera» 


tion for Fire. They believe the Immortality of the 


Soul; and have a Notion of Hell, and the Elkiin 
Fields. When, any one dies, they let a Cock out of 
his Houle, and if a Fox catch him, they aſſure them - 
ſelves of the Happineſs of the Deceas'd. If this Trial

It m 
very well be ſaid, what have the Myſes to do with 
K. and Fools, but my deſire to ſerve my Country, 
in that part which relates to its Security the Navy, was

The Admirable Addreſs of the Houſe of Lords, 
mentions very juſtly the Laying aſide Officers, not 
only without any Conſideration for their paſt: Ser- 
vices, but alſo without any Cauſe,” or Complaint: 
But, my Lord, this is not ſo Remarkable, nor ſo 
Common among the Officers of Higher Poſts, as a- 
mong the Lieutenants, of whom there are at leaſt 
forty, who can bring ſufficient Proof and Certifi- 
cates of their Abilities, Fidelity, Courage, and 
Hase and faithful Services in that Poſt, over whoſe 
eads, the Admiralty have unjuſtly put near one 
Hundred over ſome, and at leaſt fifty over others, 
without the leaſt Shadow of a Pretence of any 
Fault in them, or Want of Certificates of 5 
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Behaviour, on the one part; or any particular, and 
more ſignal Merit on the other, but purely as they 
cou'd make Intereſt by their Friend, or Money, with- 
gut the leaſt Regard to Service or Security. So that 

_ » thoſe, who had > often ventur'd their Lives for, and 
ſpent ſo much of their Time in the Service of their 

Country, were left without any Employment, or Pro- 
viſion for themſelves or Families. For the ſureſt way 
to fuffer much from the Admiralty, is to deſerve much,

I hope this will never be our Caſe again, at leaft 
while we have fuch noble Patriots in being as your 
Lordſhip; and the Generality of the Houſe of Lords; 
who have made themſelves beloy'd by all true Zngliſh- 
men,for the Care they have ſhown of our Navy, and 
their Watchfulneſs over the Miſcarriages bf the Of- 
ficers of the Fleet, than which, there neither is, nor 


can be any thing more for the Nations Good, nor by 


Conſequence more popular. France, who's Defence de- 
pends more on the Continent, than the Sea, and who 
therefore, ſhou'd have more Regard to Land, than 
Naval Army, gives yet much more Encouragement 
to the latter, both Officers and Seamen; than we, 
whoſe Liberty and Happineſs, not to ſay, Subſiſtance 
depends on theſe Encouragements.

I 
will not begin with Ethelwolph, Egbert's Son, in his 
Donation of the Tenths to the Clergy, ſince that 
may rather ſeem à Religious Regard to their Chara- 
&er, than their Learning; but J will begin with 
King Aljrid, one of the Greateſt Princes England ever 
had. He was himſelf, indeed, a Scholar, being a good 
' Grammarian, Rhetorician, Philoſopher, Muſician and 
Poet, he tranſlated into Saxon Gregory's Paſtorals, Bede's 
Hiſtory, Boetius's Conſolation of Philoſophy, and ſome 
of David's Pſalms. At fifteen Years of Age he was 
Maſter of the Liberal Arts; at Twenty Five he 
> „5 wrote 
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wrote and ſpoke Eleven Languages, as perfectly as the 


Natives. Thus Qualify'd, he knew himſelf the Merits 
of Learning, and therefore made a Law that all Peo- 


— who were Maſters of two Hides of Land, ſnou'd 
reed their Children to Learning till fifteen Years old. 
He invited over Grimbald and Svotm trom France, 
and Affer (who wrote his Life) from Wales; he reftored, 
if not founded,the — tre of ' Oxford, and founded 
and richly endowd Univerſity Colledge there. Not con- 
tent with this, he ſet a part every Thurſday to hear and 
decide Matters of Learning, nor would he prefer any 
Man, that was not a Sckollar. - SITS 
King Edger founded forty ſeven Colledges and Mo- 
naftries, and encouraged Learned men, of which the 
Monks were then the Chief. Canutus the Dane one of 


the greateſt Monarchs A* founded and built 


many Houſes of Learning. William the Norman (noted 
for the moſt unroyal Vice of Avarice, yet) favoured 
Learned Men, and drew. out of taly Lanfranchus, An- 
ſelmu, Darandus, Trabern, and many others, and tho? 
he was not Learned himſelf, he Excited his Sons to 
Learning, with this ſaying Rex illiteratus eft Aſinus Co- 
rona tis, an illiteraie King i 4 Crownd Aſs. Henry I, 
brought the Study of the Liberal Arts to Cambridge, he 
was Eloquent in ſheech,Excellent in Wit, and Fortunate 
in Battle, he incourag'd Learning ſo much, that by his 
Example the Nobility were Emulous of the Praiſe 
of Learning. He Conquer'd Normandy , and was a 
Politick and Warlike Prince, a great Adminiſter of 
uſtice, he built Abbys and Caſtles, and among the reſt 
oodſtock-Bower, and wall'd the Park ſeven , or ten 
miles about. | 
In the Time of King Stephen were erefted more Mo- 
naſtries,(which were then ſeats of the Learning of thoſe 
Times) than in any Reign before or fince,tho* he had no 
Taxes from his People. Henry III. was fo for promoting 
Learning, and favouring Learned Men, that he brought 
them to his Board and Chamber. Edward II. Favour'd 
Learning, and founded 0riet Colledge, and St. Mary 


Hall in @xford. Henry VI. Founded Eaton School and 


Kings Colledge. Henry VIII. Confirm'd Chriſt-Chyrch, 
Oxford; and Founded Trinity Colledge, Cambridge. He 
firſt Inſtituted Profeſſiors of the Greek, and Hebrew 
Tongues in both Univerſities. Nay, he may be faiq _ 
to have founded them both, in having retusd their 
Revenues offer'd him by Parliament.

The Romans hold the 
Supremacy of the Pope over all the Biſhops of Chri- 
ſtendome: The Jeſuites maintain, That he's infallible 
in Points of Faith, not Manners, as being the Vice- 
gerent of Chriſt, for the certain Guide and Direttion 
of his Churchz others believe him fallible, exce 
when joyn'd with a general Couneil, which compoles 
the Eccleſia docens, which they deny can be deceiy'd in 
the Directions, that naturally, and of neceſſity, are 
incumbent on them.

bſtinate. He damns all the Quakers, and judges them 
the Race of the Serpent's Seed, or of Cain: For he 
holds, That Cain was the Devil's Baſtard, begot in 
Paradiſe on Eve; and That Death, Air and Water, 
were from Eternity.
